INTRODUCTION 

In  summing  up  the  vital  statistics  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  for 
the  year  1960  there  is  very  little  change  in  the  rates  as  compared  to 
those  of  the  previous  year.  There  were  slight  decreases  in  the  birth, 
marriage,  stillbirth  and  maternal  death  rates  and  slight  increases  in  the 
death,  infant  mortality,  peri-natal  and  neo-natal  death  and  divorce  rates. 
The  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  was  23.5%  as  compared  to 
23.8%  for  1959. 

POPULATION 

The  population  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  for  the  year  1960  has 
been  estimated  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  as  1,283,000.  All 
rates  in  this  report  are  therefore  based  on  that  figure.  A table  com- 
mencing on  page  9 shows  the  population  by  census  divisions,  cities, 
towns  and  villages  for  the  census  years  1951  and  1956. 

BIRTHS 

Although  the  birth  rate  of  30.4  per  1,000  population  for  1960  is  a 
decrease  of  .2%  under  the  rate  for  1959,  the  number  of  births  to 
residents  of  the  province  in  1960  exceeded  the  previous  year’s  total  by 
929.  There  were  39,009  children  born  to  residents,  38,603  of  which 
occurred  in  the  province.  Of  the  total  number  of  births  to  residents 
20,043  were  male  and  18,966  female,  the  sex  ratio  being  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year,  1056  males  to  1,000  females.  The  total  births  included 
1,893  Indians.  There  were  423  sets  of  twins  and  6 sets  of  triplets  bom 
during  the  year.  Of  the  total  births  38,432  or  98.5%  were  bom  in 
hospital,  38,432  were  attended  by  physicians,  190  by  nurses,  207  by 
midwives,  and  130  were  unattended  or  attendance  not  stated.  There  were 
2,197  illegitimate  births  registered  constituting  a rate  of  5.6%  of  the 
total  births.  Eighty-seven  percent  or  34,058  of  the  births  occurred  in 
urban  places  of  1,000  population  and  over. 

The  number  of  births  to  residents  of  the  cities  in  the  province 
were  as  follows:  Calgary,  7,675;  Camrose,  173;  Drumheller,  116; 
Edmonton,  8,860;  Grande  Prairie,  335;  Lethbridge,  921;  Medicine  Hat, 
596;  Red  Deer,  621;  Wetaskiwin  138.

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MARRIAGES 

The  1960  marriage  rate  of  8.2  per  1,000  population  is  the  highest 
of  the  Canadian  provinces.  During  the  year  10,482  marriages  were 
registered.  The  greatest  number  of  marriages  taking  place  in  one  month 
usually  occurs  in  the  month  of  June,  however,  there  were  58  more 
marriages  celebrated  in  the  month  of  July  than  in  the  month  of  June. 

Of  the  grooms  9,566  were  bachelors,  337  widowers  and  579 
divorced,  and  of  the  brides  9,305  were  spinsters,  531  widows  and  646 
divorced.  Seventy-five  percent  of  the  brides  and  53%  of  the  grooms 
were  under  twenty-five  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  cities  of  the  province 
were  as  follows:  Calgary,  2,243;  Camrose,  99;  Drumheller,  53;  Edmon- 
ton, 3,152;  Grande  Prairie,  103;  Lethbridge,  372;  Medicine  Hat,  261; 
Red  Deer,  231;  Wetaskiwin,  78.

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DIVORCES 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  divorce  rate  over  the 
previous  year,  the  rate  being  74.1  per  100,000  population  as  compared 
to  67.3  for  1959.  The  number  of  divorces  has  steadily  increased  since 
1953.  There  were  951  divorces  and  14  decrees  of  nullity  granted  during 
the  year.  41.6%  of  the  divorces  were  granted  to  husbands  and  58.4% 
to  wives.  Of  the  nullities  21.4%  were  granted  to  husbands  and  78.6% 
to  wives. 
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DEATHS 

There  were  8,888  deaths  to  residents  of  the  province  during  1960, 
8,750  of  which  occurred  in  the  province.  Of  the  total  deaths  5,597  were 
male  and  3,291  female,  giving  a sex  ratio  of  1700  male  to  1000  female 
deaths.  Although  the  death  rate  increased  by  a tenth  of  1%  over  last 
year’s  rate,  the  1960  rate  of  6.9  per  1000  population  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  rate  for  Canada  of  7.8. 

Again  heart  disease  contributed  to  the  greatest  number  of  deaths 
for  a single  cause,  followed  by  cancer,  vascular  lesions  to  the  central 
nervous  system,  accidents,  and  pneumonia  (all  forms).  Heart  disease 
accounted  for  2,800  deaths,  an  increase  of  219  over  the  previous  year. 
The  rate  per  100,000  population  was  218  as  compared  to  204  for  1959. 
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Deaths  due  to  cancer  numbered  1,439  as  compared  to  1,357  for  the 
previous  year.  The  rate  per  100,000  population  being  112  as  compared 
to  109  for  1959.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system  account- 
ed for  934  deaths  and  a rate  of  72  as  compared  to  952  and  a rate  of  76 
for  the  previous  year.  Accidents  accounted  for  713  deaths  and  a rate  of 
55  as  compared  to  679  and  a rate  of  54  for  the  previous  year.  Deaths 
attributed  to  pneumonia  (all  forms)  numbered  335  with  the  rate  of  26 
as  compared  to  346  and  a rate  of  27  for  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  cities  of  the  province  were 
as  follows:

MATERNAL 

DEATHS 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  there  was  a gratifying  drop  in 
the  number  of  maternal  deaths.  During  1960  seven  deaths  were  reg- 
istered as  compared  to  fourteen  in  1959.  The  rate  of  1.8  per  10,000 
live  births  is  the  lowest  of  the  provinces  and  is  very  good  when  compared 
to  the  rate  for  Canada  of  4.5.

INFANT  DEATHS 

There  was  a drastic  increase  of  100  deaths  of  children  under  the 
age  of  one  year  over  the  previous  year.  During  1960  1,022  deaths  were 
registered  as  compared  to  922  in  1959.  Of  the  total  deaths  601  were 
male  and  421  female,  giving  a sex  ratio  of  1427  males  to  1000  females. 
Although  there  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  1960, 
the  rate  of  26  per  1000  live  births  is  below  the  rate  for  Canada  of  27.

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STILLBIRTHS 

In  1960  373  stillbirths  (foetal  deaths — 28+  weeks  gestation) 
were  recorded,  three  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  rate  of  9.6  per 
1000  live  births  is  a new  low  for  the  province. 

ADMINISTRATION 

The  Vital  Statistics  Act,  The  Solemnization  of  Marriage  Act,  and 
the  Regulations  providing  for  the  licensing  of  embalmers  are  admin- 
istered by  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Vital  Statistics. 

Under  the  provisions  of  The  Vital  Statistics  Act  the  administrative 
procedure  necessary  for  matters  of  civil  registration  is  provided.  There 
are  approximately  167  District  Registrars  located  in  the  larger  centres  of 
the  province  whose  duties  are  to  acquire  the  registration  of  each  vital 
event  (birth,  stillbirth,  marriage  and  death)  which  occurs  within  their 
districts  for  recording  and  transmission  to  this  Division  on  a weekly 
basis.  In  addition,  decrees  of  dissolution  and  annulments  of  marriages; 
adoptions,  and  legal  changes  of  names  are  received  for  recording.  All 
registrations  are  edited,  etc.,  arranged  and  bound  in  a systematic  manner 
and  continuous  indexes  prepared.  Certified  copies;  photocopies  of 
original  registrations;  certified  extracts;  certificates  and  verifications  are 
issued  to  applicants  or  agencies  upon  receipt  of  the  prescribed  fee. 
Verifications  and  photocopies  of  registrations  are  also  supplied  free  of 
charge  to  other  government  departments  and  certain  authorized  agencies.

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Division  supplies  free  of  charge  to 
other  government  departments  and  agencies  verifications  of  births, 
deaths  and  marriages. 

Under  The  Solemnization  of  Marriage  Act  the  Division  provides 
administrative  procedure  for  the  appointment  of  Marriage  License 
Issuers,  Marriage  Commissioners,  and  the  registration  of  clergymen 
authorized  to  perform  marriages  in  the  province.  Approximately  152 
Marriage  License  Issuers  are  located  in  the  larger  centres  of  the  prov- 
ince whose  duties  are  to  issue  marriage  licenses  and  certificates  of  pub- 
lication of  banns  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  The  Marriage  Act.

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DIVISIONS  OF  ALBERTA  FOR  CENSUS  AND  VITAL 
STATISTICS  PURPOSES 

As  the  Province  of  Alberta  in  not  divided  into  Counties,  and 
the  political  divisions  are  not  permanently  fixed,  it  has  been  found 
advisable  to  use  smaller  areas,  the  Dominion  Census  Divisions. 

Prior  to  1956  the  Province  was  divided  into  17  census  divisions. 
However  in  1956  the  census  division  boundaries  were  completely 
revised  and  there  are  now  15  census  divisions.  These  divisions  are  fur- 
ther sub-divided  into  municipal  areas.  The  municipal  areas  which  were 
each  originally  within  the  boundaries  of  a single  census  division,  have 
been  reorganized  by  the  Provincial  authorities  into  larger  units,  and  now, 
in  many  cases,  part  of  the  new  municipality  or  improvement  district  is 
in  one  census  division  and  part  in  another. 

The  following  table  shows  the  census  divisions  divided  into  muni- 
cipalities, improvement  districts,  cities,  towns  and  villages  with  the  1956 
and  1951  division  population  figures.
